“Agriculturists, 
who have’ been suffering - from 
foreign competition, have been 
crying out for Protection, but the 
Government knows full well what 
a “Dear Food” cry would mean in 
a General Election. However, Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks hag been 
urging the extention of “safeguard- 
ing” to: the major industries, and 
in the Opposite camp we find Mr, 
Winston Churchill enumerating the 
-advantages of Free Trade. Aa a 
former Liberal, the Chancellor ‘of 
the Exchequer obviously clings to 
his old beliefs. on this question, 
Mr. Baldwin has not at the mo- 
ment committed himself on the 
issue, and we can well, understand

It is reasonable to suppose that 
every resident of Kowlodn and ‘its 
environs makes occasional use of.

Representing the 
only form of cheap and reasonnbly 
apeedy transport on the malnland, 
there is nothing remarknble in the 
fact that the buses are.well support- 
ed, and, since Kowloon fs attll ex- 
pinding, the directors of the three 
leading . ‘companies may ‘well view 
the situation with equanimity. | It 
sn pity the sanje cannot always be 
sald of thd passenger. Many and 
varied are the complaints we have 
received of lute relative to the Kow- 
Joon bus services, our readers point- 
ing. to the grant of monopolies over 
different routes as the principal 
cause of Lhefr grievances. If we 
are to beHeve what we are told, the 
absence of competition has had the 
opposite effect to that desired. In 
the place of increased efficiency, a 
feeling of independence appears to 
have grown up, and though it can- 
not, of course, be true, it would 


sometimes seem that the drivers 
have ‘no particular * nnxiety 
to, stop to pick up. ‘paasen- 
gers between. vermin, Quite 
vecently, a letter appeared in
